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REMARKS 

aaims 6-15 are pending in dus application. Tb^ Examiner rejected claims 6-15 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Guheen et al. (Guheen). Clam. 6 is 
illustrative and recites:

The claimed invention enables efficient development and comparison between 
multiple life cycle plans without requiring complete dupUcation of prior plans. Becau^ 
items can be active in multiple plans, multiple copies of the same item need not be made 
foreachdifferentplanauserwishestoconstruct Using Ae daimed invention, a user 
can evaluate die effects of different life choices and different economic assumptions, and 
can see tiie results Siose differences make to each plan. 

Guheen does not disclose the claimed invention. Guheen provides a system, 
xnethod and article of manufacture "for identifying alliances among a plurality of

progressionof software configuration pad<ages throughout a systems development hfe 
; cyde (Col. 48, lines 9-14). Qearly, a road map for deploying software packages m an 
enterprise environment does not even remotely suggest, let alone anticipate, a UI for 
planning a life cyde of a user. While it is true that both people and software pad^ages 
i have''lifecycles",plamungdatareIatedtoaperson'slifecyde(coUege,children, 
retirements etc.) is quite different than planning for the deployment of a software 
upgra.de.
